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One of Kingston’s two fire en¬ 
gines could be lost under draft 
plans to cut millions of 
pounds from the emergency 
service’s budget. 

London Fire Brigade has 
drawn up several scenarios to 
save £65m over the next two 
years after being asked to 
make cuts by Mayor of Lon¬ 
don Boris Johnson. 

Options include closing up to 
21 London fire stations, losing 
41 engines and shedding more 
than 1,000 firefighter posts.

He said: “Every fire requires 
two fire engines, so if 
Kingston only has one it could 
be 10 minutes before an en¬ 
gine from the next closest sta¬ 
tion arrives.” 

London Fire Brigade Com¬ 
missioner Ron Dobson said: 
“The brigade needs to make 
savings, but the full extent of 
those savings is not yet known 


so there are no proposals 
being made. Ongoing reports 
of individual stations closing 
are nothing but unfounded, 
sensationalised scare stories.” 

Conservative London As¬ 
sembly member Tony Arbour 
said: “There are no proposals 
for fire station closures. The 
Fire Authority is an indepen¬ 
dent body. Boris Johnson has 
not ordered any closures. The 
role of the Mayor is to set the 
budget. It is up to members to 
decide how to meet this.” 

There are 169 appliances 
across 112 stations in the 33 
London boroughs. 

LFEPA devised several op¬ 
tions that would cut between 
£25m and £50 from its budget, 
while largely maintaining av¬ 
erage first response times be¬ 
tween six minutes and second 
responses to eight minutes. 

The six main options, and 
how it affects Kingston, are 
set out below. There is no 
mention of changes to New 
Malden or Surbiton. 

□ Option 1 - £25m: 152 appli¬ 
ances at 95 stations. Kingston 
loses pump. First engine 5.59 
minutes (three seconds 


slower). Second engine 8.58 
minutes (26 seconds slower). 

□ Option 2 - £25m: 154 appli¬ 
ances at 91 stations. Kingston 
loses pump. First engine 5.59 
minutes (three seconds slow¬ 
er) Second engine 8.58 min¬ 
utes (26 seconds slower). 

□ Option 3 - £25m: 152 appli¬ 
ances at 95 stations with 
“borough rules” (ensuring 
boroughs outside target per¬ 
formance times do not get 
worse). Kingston not affected. 

□ Option 4 - £25m: 154 appli¬ 
ances at 91 stations with 
“borough rules” (as above). 
Kingston not affected. 

□ Option 5 - £50m: 128 appli¬ 
ances at 91 stations. Kingston 
loses pump. First engine 6.03 
minutes (seven seconds slow¬ 
er), Second engine 9.05 min¬ 
utes (33 seconds slower). 

□ Option 6 - £50m: 138 appli¬ 
ances at 81 stations. Kingston 
loses pump. First engine 6.02 
minutes (six seconds slower) 
Second engine 9.04 minutes 
(32 seconds slower). 

The report stated: “The 
modelling work is not com¬ 
plete and should not be taken 
as representing final plans.”

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Boroughs to merge child services 


Kingston Council has ap¬ 
proved a merger of its chil¬ 
dren’s services department 
with Richmond. 

The scheme, Achieving for 
Children, was agreed by coun¬ 
cillors on the people’s services 
committee at Guildhall on 
Tuesday, November 27. 

The proposal was passed in 
the shadow of July’s shock 
Ofsted inspection, when 
Kingston’s safeguarding 


services were deemed 
“inadequate”. 

Liberal Democrat council 
leader Councillor Derek Os¬ 
bourne said: “We all know we 
were looking to do this over a 
long period of time, and if 
anything our progress was 
probably retarded rather than 
accelerated by the events of 
June and July and the Ofsted.” 

But opposition Tory mem¬ 
bers raised concerns over 


where the merger would take 
children’s services in the 
future. 

The children’s services 
department may be turned 
into a social enterprise in the 
future, based on commercial 
principles and outside of local 
authority ownership. 

The plan was approved 
unanimously and will now go 
in front of Richmond Coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet for final approval.

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Groups remove objections 
over floating homes plans

Controversial plans to build 
floating homes on the Sur¬ 
biton filter beds site could be 
one step closer. 

Natural England and 
Kingston Rowing Club (KRC) 
have removed their objections 
to the Portsmouth Road devel¬ 
opment, recently criticised by 
Kingston and Surbiton MP 
Edward Davey. 

The sports club has lifted its 
opposition, having earlier 
raised concerns over safety, 
and has thrashed out an 
agreement with developers. 

The environmental group 
was concerned development 
would disturb the Dauben- 
ton’s bat, but relented after 
agreeing a deal with develop¬ 
ers Hydro Properties. 

As part of the agreement 
the company has agreed to 
build the car park and restau¬ 
rant off the site and allow a 
bat expert to monitor a roost 
during construction. 

In a letter to Kingston Coun¬ 
cil, Natural England wrote: 
“Based on the amended infor¬ 
mation provided, and further 
information provided by 
the applicant’s ecologist 


regarding the timings of 
works, Natural England is 
now in a position to remove 
our objection. 

“This is due to the key level 
of detail which has now been 
provided to account for these 
concerns.” 

Hydro boss Phillip Wallis 
described the lifting of the 


objections as significant and 
said he was looking forward 
to a decision in the new year. 

He said: “Natural England’s 
letter is very detailed and 
demonstrates it has consid¬ 
ered the matter in huge detail 
and taken an informed 
decision to remove its objec¬ 
tion - more consideration 


than it would normally give. 

“Hopefully now planning of¬ 
ficers at Kingston Council 
have complete confidence that 
there are no adverse ecologi¬ 
cal issues associated with this 
application. 

“Now these river objections 
have been removed and Natu¬ 
ral England has also 
withdrawn its objection I 
hope people can start to feel 
confident and realise what a 
fantastic project this will be.” 

Simon Tyrrell from Friends 
of Seething Wells said many 
groups still opposed the devel¬ 
opment including London 
Wildlife Trust, the London 
Bat Group and the Royal 
Parks, as well as Kingston and 
Surbiton MP Edward Davey. 

He said: “Natural England 
has not supported Hydro’s 
plans, merely put extensive 
conditions on its construction 
if it is ever approved.” 

Speaking on behalf of the 
River Thames Sports Al¬ 
liance, Ian Pratt, said: “The 
scheme would lead to danger¬ 
ous river traffic on one of the 
narrowest and busiest 
stretches of the Thames. 

“The Blue Chip Stand-Up 
Paddleboard Club has joined 
us in opposing the plans.” 


School-run pool’s 
future still unclear

begun discussions with a 
Chessington school about 
what to do with the Moor 
Lane swimming pool site. 

The community pool was 
due to close by Christmas, 
but closed down earlier 
this year because a faulty 
boiler was left unrepaired 
by Castle Hill School, 
which ran the 45-year-old 
pool.

Man’s death ‘unexplained’ 


A murder investigation into the death of 
a homeless man has been dropped by 
police. 

The body of James Lambert, 33, was 
found by a police officer in Imber Cross, 
Thames Ditton, on the morning of Fri¬ 
day, November 23 - nine days after he 
had been reported missing. 

A murder investigation was launched 
in the wake of the discovery, and two 
men aged 35 and 46 were arrested in con¬ 
nection with Mr Lambert’s death. 

Both have since been released without 
charge and the murder investigation 
has been dropped. 

The Surrey and Sussex major crime 
team are now treating the death as 
unexplained. 

A spokeswoman for Surrey Police said: 
“A postmortem examination of the body 
was carried out at the Royal Surrey 
County Hospital on Saturday, November 
24, which was not able to establish a 
cause of death. 

“Further tests will now be carried 
out.” 

Police confirmed that Mr Lambert was 
homeless but was from the Thames Dit¬ 
ton or Surbiton area. 

Nearby residents have since described

their shock at the grim discovery. 

Pat Wilson, 66, of Summer Road, East 
Molesey, said: “It is horrific, especially 
for a 33-year-old who has not lived his 
life yet.

Tenants left out of pocket 
after estate agent closes 


An estimated £500,000-worth of tenants’ 
deposits is believed to have gone missing 
following the abrupt closure of a Kingston 
estate agents. 

JeJe Barons, in Kingston Hill, shut down 
suddenly at the end of October, as previ¬ 
ously reported by the Kingston Guardian. 

Now a letter from owner Manish Malek 
to the company’s landlords has confirmed 
the business had ceased trading. 

Three ex-employees - Jeffrey Hasnan, 
Karen Walker and Magda Schonwalder - 
have since set up a new business, Gateways 
Estates in Union Street, Kingston. 

They told this newspaper they were still 
trying to find at least £480,000 of tenants’ 
deposits, and said the figure could be more 
than half a million. 

Mr Hasnan said: “Gateways Estates has 
been set up to help landlords with property 
management and recovering monies lost.” 

Charmaine Mace, who rented a property 
in Camel Grove, Kingston, for four years 
through Je Je Barons, is one of those whose 
deposit is yet to be repaid. 

The 52-year-old, who has since moved to 
Tolworth, said she was owed £1,800 by the 
company. 

She said: “When we first found out, it was 
a shock. I was more annoyed than any¬ 
thing. Estate agents have a bad enough 
reputation as it is without this.” 

Mrs Mace, who runs her own estate 
agents, A Property Cycle, said the respon¬ 
sibility to protect deposits ultimately fell 
on landlords. 

She said: “We are lucky. The landlord we

have is really working hard to pay us our 
deposit back, which some landlords won’t 
do. Landlords need to make absolutely 
sure the deposit is protected. The 
landlords I look after take out insurance 


on deposits and also tenant’s insurance.” 

The Kingston Guardian has made sever¬ 
al attempts to contact Mr Manek for com¬ 
ment, including visiting his last known 
address in Worcester Park where a new 
family had moved in.

Cat mutilations linked? 


Police are investigating 
two more possible cat mu¬ 
tilations after pet owners 
contacted the Kingston 
Guardian to report fur¬ 
ther cases. 

Karen Burgess said she 
believed the death of 11- 
month-old kitten Alex, 
found decapitated in Iris 
Close, Surbiton, in Octo¬ 
ber, could be linked to the 
death of her two cats. 

In the past two years, 
her small black 11-year- 
old cat, Minnie, and its 13- 
year-old sister, Heidi, had 
gone missing from the 
family home, metres from 
Iris Close, in mysterious 
circumstances. 

Minnie was never found, 


but the head of a cat was 
discovered in the grounds 
of nearby St Matthew’s 
Church in Kingsdowne 
Road in Christmas 2008, 
while Heidi was found 
dead with her tail severed 
two years later, she said. 

The Kingston Guardian 
passed the details of the 
two incidents on to the 
wildlife officer at 
Kingston police, who has 
promised to conduct fur¬ 
ther investigations. 

Last week the force con¬ 
firmed it had re-opened 
an investigation into the 
mutilation of a 19-year- 
old cat in 2011, bringing 
the total incidents report¬ 
ed in the borough to four.

CITATION AND COMMENCEMENT 

1. This designation may be cited as the Royal Borough of Kingston upon Thames 
Designation of an Area for Additional Licensing of Houses in Multiple Occupation 2012. 

2. This designation was made by the Authority on 20 September 2012, and a general 
approval made by the Secretary of State, pursuant Section 58 of the Act, effective from 
1 April 2010, applies to it. 

3. This designation shall come into force on 21 December 2012. 

AREA TO WHICH THE DESIGNATION APPLIES 

4. This designation shall apply to the whole of area of the Authority. 

APPLICATION OF THE DESIGNATION 

5. This designation applies to all HMOs within the area of the Authority: 

a. occupied by not less than five people who do not form a single 
household, irrespective of number of storeys in height; or 

b. that are three or more storeys in height and occupied by three or more 
unrelated individuals, with the exception of those described in paragraph 6. 

6. This designation shall not apply to any HMOs within the area of the Authority which 
comprises: 

a. a converted block of flats to which Section 257 of the Act applies; or 

b. residential accommodation to which Schedule 14 to the Act applies 

EFFECT OF DESIGNATION 

7. Every HMO to which this designation applies must be licensed under Part 2 of the Act 
unless: - 

a. a temporary exemption notice is in force in relation to it under Section 62 of 
the Act; or 

b. an interim or final management order is in force in relation to it under 
Chapter 1 of Part 4 of the Act.

A person who intends to establish an HMO after 21 December 2012 must ensure that the 
house has been granted a licence unless they have a temporary exemption or it is subject 
to a management order (interim or final). 

From 21 December 2012 any person having control of, or managing an HMO which is 
required to be licensed under this designation but is not licensed commits a criminal 
offence under Section 72(1) of the Act and is liable on conviction to a fine of up to £20,000. 

An application may also be made to the Residential Property Tribunal 
Service to make a Rent Repayment Order (RRO). An RRO may require 
the repayment of housing benefit paid to an occupier of the HMO whilst 
the property was unlicensed. Linder certain circumstances the occupiers 
of the HMO may also apply for an RRO to reclaim rent for the period
